Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner respectfully submits that the 
Declaration filed 9/19/06 including Exhibits A through AB, merely consider an ideal platform which includes a three part system such as a 
data management unit, at least one remotely located computing facility and at least one central server all communicating together unitl 
Exhibit T which was filed 8/14/92. The Kirk reference which was filed 6/15/92 is relied on for only teaching a remotely located computer 
facility including the at least one central server, wherein the central server can generate a report based on the patient health-related data 
collected at the remote patient site and the report can be viewed at the at least one healthcare professional computer and wherein at least 
one message can be sent from the healthcare professional computer to the remote patient sites through the central server (column 3, 
lines 3-1 1 , lines 20-42 and column 5, lines 22-27). Therefore, the Examiner maintains the position that the Applicant has failed to provide 
evidence with respect to works directly related to the reduction to practice of the invention before the filing date of the Kirk reference. 
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
